PREFACE 


To  the  Chairnan  and  Members  of  the 

Public  Health  Committee, 

Mr*.  Chairman,  Ladies  and.  G-entlenen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  of  the  Rural  District  of  Braughing  for  "the  year  ending 
31st  December,  19 6A. 

For  the  first  time  in  some  years  there  ho,s  been  a distinct, 
though  not  very  large,  rise  in  the  population  figures,  tills  increase 
amounting  to  160. 

The  health  of  the  District  has  again  been  excellent  with 
little  to  report  in  the  field  of  infectious  disease. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Tnspcu 
that  three  important  sewage  schemes  in  the  District  were  begun 
during  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Buntingford  Scheme,  which  is 
the  most  advanced  of  the  three  will  be  completed  by  April,  1966. 

The  Furneux  Pelham  Scheme  has  made  good  progress  but  the  Much  and 
Little  Hadham  Scheme,  undertaken  jointly  wi th  Ware  Rural  District 
Council,  tended  to  lag  somewhat  at  first,  though  better  progress  was 
made  later. 

Mr.E.E.  Wateridge,  who  has  been  Surveyor  and  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector  to  this  Rural  District  since  1939  retired  on  3ist  . 
July.  Mr.  f/ateridge  had  already  relinguished  the  post  of  Surveyor 
on  31st  July,  1963,  retaining  that  of  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I feel  I must  pay  tribute  to  the  long  and  devoted  service  given  to 
the  Council  by  Mr,  Wateridge,  and  wish  him  a happy  and  congenial 
retirement. 

Mr.  Wateridge  was  succeeded  by  i;1r.E.E. Evans  as  Surveyor  and 
later  as  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  on  1st  August,  I96A.  It  is 
with  much  pleasure  that  I welcome  Mr.  Evans  to  his  new  post. 

I wish  once  again  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
afforded  to  me  both  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Council 
and  by  their  Chairmen.  ~ 2 -

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GEKERAL  STATISTICS 


The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  for 
mid-year  1964  was  10,290,  this  "being  an  increase  of  160  over  the 
I963  figure. 

The  number  of  houses  per  acre  and  the  number  of  persons 
per  acre  remained  at  the  previous  years  figures,  while  the  number 
of  persons  per  house  rose  from  3.09  to  3.2. 

Vim  STATISTICS. 

The  toual  number  of  live  births  rose  from  135  to  172 
giving  a live  birth  rate  of  16.71  compared  with  18.29  for  the 
County  and  18.4  for  England  and  hales.  There  was  one  still  birth, 
compared  with  3 in  1963.  The  total  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  rose 
from  129  to  134,  giving  a death  rate  of  13.02  compared  with  8.89  for 
the  County  and  11. 30  for  England  and  hales.  There  were  no  maternal 
deaths  and  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age  rose  from  2 to  6. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH . 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  accounted  for  the 
greatest  number  of  deaths,  these  being  45  out  of  the  total  of  134 
while  out  of  these  25  were  due  to  coronary  disease,  but  11  of  these 
occurred  over  the  age  of  75.  411  forms  of  malignant  disease  came 

second  with  34  deaths,  6 being  due  to  malignant  disease  of  the  lung, 
and  21  due  to  "other  malignant  and  lymphatic  neoplasms".  Vascular 
disease  of  the  nervous  system  came  third  in  f re  queue  3r  with  16  deaths, 

9 of  which  happened  over  the  age  of  75.  Bronchitis  accounted  for  8 
deaths,  5 being  over  75,  while  "other  defined  and  ill-defined  diseases" 
were  respon  sible  for  14  deaths. 

There  were  3 deaths  due  to  motor  accidents  and  2 other  accidental 
deaths,  1 occasioned  by  a fall  and  the  other  due  to  Coq  poisoning  caused 
by  a fire  from  an  electric  blanket. 

Of  the  6 infant  deaths,  all  under  lweelc,  4 were  due  to 
prematurity,  1 to  congenital  defects  and  1 to  cerebral  haemorrhage. 

Deaths  over  the  age  of  70  when  separated  into  age  groups  gave 
the  following  figures: -

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Thus  out  of  a total  of  134  deaths,  80  or  59.  7 % 
happened  over  the  age  of  70. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Apart  fron  a ninor  outbreak  of  measles,  the  incidence 
of  infectious  disease  was  particularly  low,  with  only  on  « case  cf 
food  poisoning  and  one  of  Sonne  Dysentery. 

The  Aberdeen  typhoid  epidemic  lead  to  the  :cruti::y  cl  1 
over  the  County  of  tins  of  corned  beef  with  special  serial  numbers. 
Inhere  such  tins  were  discovered  they  were  returned  to  the  Shippers. 

One  case  of  typhoid  fever,  however,  occurred  during  the 
year.  This  happened  in  a household  whore  the  mistress  of  the  house 
developed  this  disease.  Investigations  revealed  that  an  age  1 
female  retainer  was  responsible,  due  to  the  fact  that  she  -..as  a 
typhoid  carrier.  She  was,  with  difficulty,  persuaded  to  enter 
hospital  where  she  died  after  some  months  from  malignant  disease  of 
the  gall  bladder,  which  was  the  source  of  the  infection. 

The  patient  made  a complete  recovery.  Ho  other  cases 
were  discovered. 


There  were  55  cases  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  37 
being  pulmonary  and  the  remarkably  high  number  of  18  being  non- 
pulmonary.  During  the  year  there  were  3 new  cases,  1 patient  died, 
2 recovered,  and  there  was  one  inward  and  one  outward  transfer. 

With  the  exception  of  the  transfers,  these  were  pulmonary  cases. 
This  resulted,  by  the  31st  December  in  there  being  38  pulmonary  and 
19  non- pulmonary  cases.

In  one  instance,  however,  the  necessary  forms  were  completed  as  a 
precautionary  measure.  This  related  to  an  elderly  female  patient 
with  an  advanced  malignant  condition  in  the  abdomen  and  with  ulcerated 
legs,  who  had  refused  repeated  advice  to  go  into  hospital.  She  was, 
however,  eventually  persuaded  to  enter  the  Lister  Hospital,  hitchin, 
where  as  so  often  happens,  she  was  astounded  at  her  own  refusal  to  enter 
hospital  sooner.  However,  she  subsequently  died  in  the  hospital.

Source  of  Supply. 

Mains  water  is  supplied  to  the  District  "by  the  Lee 
Valley  Water  Company. 

Quality  of  Water-Supply . 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  hy  the  Water  Company,  and 
the  report  on  each  sample  was  satisfactory. 


Private  Walter  ..Supplies . 


During  the  year  55  samples  of  water  were  taken  from 
32  private  supplies  supplying  66  premises.  These  wore  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cambridge  for  examination. 

15  samples  affecting  8 sources  of  supply  were  reported 
as  being  unsatisfactory.  Remedial  works  have  been  carried  out  in 
two  cases  with  satisfactory  results,  and  in  one  case  the  pollution 
cleared  itself.  Works  are  in  hand  in  three  cases.  In  the 
remaining  two  sources  the  water  is  boiled  before  being  used  for 
domestic  purposes. 

One  private  supply,  obtained  from  a shallow  well  failed 
towards  the  end  of  the  summer.  The  Water  Company  provided  an 
emergency  supply  by  tanker  until  the  well  recovered.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SE57AGE  DISPOSAL 


Three  major  schemes  comprising  new  sewers  and  sewage  disposal 
Works  were  commenced  in  19  64,  as  follows:  - 

1)  DEIEIi  EEORD  SCHII 5 

This  scheme,  which  embraces  the  Parishes  of  Aspenden,  Buckland, 
Buntingford,  Chipping  and  Wes  twill,  will  provide  full  sewage 
treatment  together  with  treatment  of  cesspool  content  ( estimated 
at  12,000  g.p.d.) 

The  proposals  by  a National  firm  of  Wholesale  and  Retail  Grocers  to 
construct  a Food  Depot  in  Buntingford  with  the  subsequent  large 
discharge  of  trade  effluent , made  it  necessary  to  seek  approval 
for  extensions  to  the  new  disposal  works. 

On  completion  the  works  will  have  a design  loading  capable  f 
treating  all  trade  effluents  and  domestic  sewage  from  a combined 
Parish  population  of  A, 560.  Estimated  completion  date  April,  1966  . 

2)  MQH  AND  LITTLE  ILWDHAM. 

A joint  scheme  with  the  neighbouring  Ware  R.D.C.  commenced  during 
the  year  and  embraces  the  Parishes  of  Much  and  Little  Hadhan, 
where  new  sewers  will  be  laid  together  with  sewage  pumping  stations. 
All  sewage  will  be  pumped  to  Widford  ( in  the  Ware  Rural  District) 
for  treatment.  Since  commencement  of  the  scheme  investigations 
have  continued  with  a view  to  including  in  the  main  scheme  the 
Parishes  of  Green  Tye,  Perry  Green,  Church  End, Little  Hadhan,  and 
also  Hadhan  Hall  School,  Little  Hadhan. 


3)  RJRraUX  PlblliE 


Work  commenced  on  this  scheme  in  May  and  a„t  the  end  of  the  year 
good  progress  had  been  made  on  the  laying  of  sewers  end  the 
construction  of  the  disposal  works. 


4)  GENERALLY 


The  treated  effluent  from  all  sewage  disposal  plants  continues 
to  meet  the  standards  prescribed  by  the  Lgo  Conservancy  Catchment  Board 
In  this  connection  I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Council’s 
Foreman  and  the  men  employed  on  maintenance  works  for  the 
excellent  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties, 
often  under  difficult  conditions  caused  by  weather  and  an  acute 
shortage  of  labour. 
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Conplotion  of  the  schemes  outlined  above  will  bring  80%  of 
the  population  of  the  district  within  reach  of  a public  sewer. 

5)  NIG-HT  SOIL  COLLECTION. 

The  limited  scheme  for  the  collection  of  night  soil,  restricted 
to  the  aged  and  infirm  and  the  properties  with  insufficient  si  ace 
for  disposal,  was  undertaken  by  Messrs.  Tovey  Transport  of  Cambridge. 

6)  CESSPOOL  AhD_SEPTIC  TANK  EMPTYING;  SCHEME. 

This  scheme  undertaken  by  direct  la.bour  continues  to  provide  one 
free  annual,  emptying  of  tanks  serving  domestic  premises. 

Delays  arise,  particularly  from  April  to  July,  due  to  the 
considerable  number  of  occupiers  requesting  their  free  service 
immediately  following  the  commencement  of  the  financial,  year  in 
April  each  year.  Occupiers  requiring  tliis  service  could  help 
if  they  would  periodically  check  the  level  of  effluent  in  their 
tank  and  make  a written  request  say  a week  before  the  service  was 
required.  Unfortunately  many  occupiers  seem  to  wait  until  the 
tank  is  overflowing  and  then  in  desperation  ring  for  the  Service 
expecting  the  tanker  to  be  there  the  following  day. 

The  aforementioned  sewerage  schemes,  however,  should  reduce 
considerably  the  number  of  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  requiring 
the  above  service.  It  is  hoped  therefore  that  properties  which 
cannot  avail  themselves  of  a public  sewer  will  receive  a.  quicker 
and  more  efficient  service  than  hitherto. 
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HIGH  SOIL  COLLECTION, 


A United  scheme  of  night  soil  collection  is 
operated  throughout  the  district.  This  scheme  includes  the 
collection  of  the  contents  of  chemical  closets  and  pail  closets 
from  premises  whore  the  occupants  are  elderly  or  incapacitated 
or  where  the  gardens  are  of  insufficient  size  for  the  satisfactory 
disposal  of  che  waste  material. 

The  collection  is  made  under  Contract,  by  Messrs. 

Tovcy  Transport  Ltd.,  of  Cambridge,  and  during  the  year  196‘4- 
weekly  collections  were  made  to  ^remises  as  shown  below  : -

RODENT  CONTROL. 


Treatments  for  the  extermination  of  rats  and  mice  on 
private  properties  are  carried  out  by  a private  firm,  with  headquarters 
at  Royston,  on  behalf  of  the  Council.  This  firm  also  carry  out 
work  on  local  farm  premises  under  contract  with  the  ocoupiers, 
and  on  business  premises  under  direct  order  from;  the  occupiers. 

The  Council  have  contracts  with  the  firm  for  the  treatment  of  the 
Refuse  Tips.  252  inspections  were  made  by  the  Public  health 
Inspector  during  the  year. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  collection  of  refuse  continued  on  a fortnightly 
basis  for  the  whole  of  the  District  until  September  1st,  when  a weekly 
collection  was  made  in  the  built  up  areas. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council's  tipping  site  at 
Furneux  Pelham,  which  has  almost  been  filled  to  capacity,  and  a. 
the  tip  at  Hadharn  Toners  which  is  used  jointly  by  this  Authority  ano 
the  Bishop's  Stortford  Urban  District  Council.  The  latter  Authority 
are  responsible  for  the  running  of  the  tip,  and  the  Braughing  Council 
make  a contribution  towards  the  cost.
